Brazilian samba to 


benefit Aussie Soccer 


By LES MURRAY 


lhe excitement of 
Brazil playing 
Australia in 


Melbourne, or will it be 
Sydney, next May was hard 
to contain. Picture this: 
November 29, 1997 and 
Australia clinches a place in 
the World Cup finals by 
beating its Asian opponent 
amid national euphoria and 
in front of a massive crowd 
at the MCG. 

In December Australia 
produces a decent result, say a 
draw or a narrow loss, in its 
clash with Brazil in the 
Confederation Cup in Saudi 
Arabia, In February, against 
three yet to be named 
opponents, Australia wins a 
Four Nations tournament. 

‘As time moves on towards. 
the World Cup Finals, to 
begin June 10, the 
magnificent, flamboyant 
Brazil firm as favourite to win 
and retain the World Cup (on 
European soil no less). Then 
the ‘Samba Dancers’ come 
Down Under and play us in 
their final fling — their last 
warm-up game — before the 
most important task in that 
country’s noble football 
history. 

What a game, What an 
‘occasion, What a climax. That 
is why, when the news broke 
last week that the champs 
were to pay us a visit on the 
eve of the World Cup, it was 
met with wild anticipation. 
The story emanated out of 
Brazil itself. High level 
Sources in the CBF, the 
Brazilian Football 
Confederation, insisted the 
deal was done, that Brazil was 
‘coming and that was that, 

Surprisingly, _ Soccer 
Australia issued a denial the 
next day, saying there was no 
Substance to the report 
whatsoever, 

The SA press release, apart 
from denying there had been 
any negotiations between 
Soccer Australia and the 
Brazilian Football 
Confederation, stated such 
matches needed to be 
“financially viable” and could 


not interfere with the National 
Coach's international 
schedule. 


The press release was 
carefully worded. It didn’t say 
Brazil was not coming. It said 
Soccer Australia had not been 
involved in any discussions 
with Brazil, which does not 
preclude the possibility of a 
third party promoting and 
underwriting the tour, 

And that is very likely to be 
the case, given the favourable 
deal Brazil currently enjoys 
with sports goods 
manufacturer, Nike, 

The deal was done just 
before the 1995 Copa 
America, when Brazil took the 
international stage in a brand 
new outfit. Financial details of 
the deal are sketchy but it is 
believed to be extremely 
lucrative. One report, in a 
reliable trade publication, had 
it at US$400 million for ten 
years. 

It is understood that in 
return Nike has the right to 
promote five games a year 
featuring the Brazilians, for no 
added match fee, and 
presumably, in countries the 


company wants ‘market 
penetration’. 

Brazil's recent 
internationals in South Korea 
and Japan were two such 
matches. It is my 
understanding that, under 
Nike arrangements, Brazil 
have been instructed to visit 
Australia and Germany before 
the World Cup next year, 

If that is the case, expenses 
for the tour will be minimal; 
revenue potential enormous. 
And from a_ technical 
perspective you don’t have to 
be a rocket scientist to work 
out playing the legends of the 
World Game can only benefit 
the Australian team. 

At the bottom line, there 
appears to be no excuse for 
not playing Brazil in Australia 
on the eve of the World Cup.

THE RICH sports manu- 
facturer’s deal with the 
Brazilian Kings was also at 
the heart of the prolonged, and 
agonising, transfer of Ronaldo 
from Barcelona to Inter Milan, 
even if it wasn’t the main 
ingredient. 

The main factor was the 
avarice of the player's agents 
(he has a team of them) who 
wanted a slice of the transfer 
fee, No transfer, no transfer 
fee, no slice. No wonder there 
is so much migration of star 
players between clubs, 

But the Brazilian star's 
problems in Spain were partly 
due to his frequent absences 
from club duty while away 
with his national team. 

The Nike deal with Brazil 
is so generous that, in return, 
the company can virtually call 
all the shots it wants. And that 
includes an insistence that all 
of Brazil’s superstars are on 
deck for any match Brazil 
plays, no matter how 
insignificant a friendly it may 
be. 


So Ronaldo, who was on a 
massive pay packet at ‘Barca’, 
was away so frequently that 
despite his many goals, it 
became almost non-viable to 
service his salary, He was 
away for many key games in 
the championship chase, and 
even the Cup Final, as 
Barcelona tried to peg back 
Real Madrid’s leadership. 

In addition, Barca’s own kit 
sponsors, Kappa, became 
increasingly peeved that their 
team’s most marketable player 
‘was constantly away wearing 
the gear of a rival company. 

So the agents pounced on 
the insoluble circumstances 
and arranged a transfer to Inter 
which, presumably, agreed to 
accommodate Ronaldo's 
commitments to his national 
team. That being the case, 
Ronaldo is sure to be in the 
team if, or when, Brazil visits 
‘Australia next year.

hree weeks after the 

Australian Team’s 

return from their 
historic, month-long tour of 
Europe, National Coach 
Greg Brows tates his 
thoughts on the experience, 
the progress made, and the 
lessons to be learned. 

The seven international 
match schedule was the most 
comprehensive and 
demanding tour embarked 
upon, aside from the World 
Cup campaign in 1995. The 
task before Brown and his 
charges was daunting, with 
top-ranked teams Sweden 
and Norway on the agenda, 
and a host of competitive 
opponents completely 
unknown to Australia. 

The Aussies made a dream 
start to the tour, upsetting the 
well-credentialled Swedes. 
“We watched the tapes 
before the game, and we 
were fairly confident,” said 
Brown. “Plus knowing the 
way they play, we thought 
we'd be able to cope with 
that. It became fairly obvious 
early in the game that we 
could at least match it with 
Sweden and we grew in 
confidence. We went on to 
dominate the game.” 

And the rest is history, 
That 1-0 win is possibly 
Australia’s best ever result, 
and the highest ranked nation 
the Aussies have defeated, 
News spread quickly around 
the world, making the 
football gurus sit up and take 
notice.

Brown, who before taking 
off overseas, had predicted 
an upset for the end of the 
tour, says the early success 
was put clearly into 
perspective with a big job 
Still ahead of the team. “I had 
set goals for the tour, and no 
matter what happened, we 
still had to focus on those 
goals. Whether it was a win 
or a loss, I wanted us all to 
‘work on our style of play and 
our tactical play, to all know 
our jobs. To be confident, 
and to try and play our game 
rather than get sucked into 
others. 

In the end, we knew we 
had all these things to work 
‘on, so we didn’t get carried 
away thinking we were a 
good team — there was still 
lots more to do, so we 
concentrated on that.” 

“Overall we came across 
different styles of play which 
tested us in different ways,” 
explained Brown. “It took a 
little while for us to work out 
our opponent each time 
because we hadn't played 
them before. So each game 
presented different tests, and 
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Sharon Black {R); Voted player ot the tour: 


the team seemed to cope very 
well.” 
“I wanted to try and 
change the way of thinking,” 
Brown added. “On the 
bench, I asked them to see 
themselves as first teamers 
having a rest. I'd made it 
clear before the first game 
that no one would be playing 
every single game for ninety 
minutes. So the attitude on 
the bench was really good, 
they were ready to go when 
called on. And if not picked 
in the starting eleven, players 
didn’t get too upset. It was a 
good exercise all round.” 
Australia followed up 
their great win over Sweden 
with a comfortable win over 
Hungary and a draw against 
the solid Netherlands. 
Belgium then handed down 
their first defeat, a match 
they had expected to win. 
“Having performed so 
well in the first three 
matches, Belgium brought us 
back down to earth. We'd 
seen them train the day 
before, and to say we weren't 
impressed would be a fair 
comment. I think that may 
have affected us in the game, 
we went in a bit over 
confident. Belgium are not a 
great side but they're well 
organised and get bodies 
around the ball — they made 
if difficult for us. Their goal 
was pretty freakish — it hit a 
bump and went over Belinda, 
They didn’t have many shots 
otherwise. We got very 
frustrated in front of goal and 
missed a lot of chances.” 
The game against the 
lower-ranked Estonia gave 
the team the chance to regain 
focus and prepare for the 
next two tough opponents. 
‘The newer players all got a 
game and the side was able 
to try different things. 
Despite the 2-0 loss, 
Brown went on to describe 


the next game against the 
solid Finland outfit as 
‘probably our best game of 
the tour’, “If people look at 
the result, it doesn’t seem 
that way. But the truth is we 
dominated for eighty minutes 
of the game.” 
Unfortunately that last 
game against Norway, the 
current World Cup 
champions, turned out to be 
anything but a confident 
performance. Brown related 
a number of possible 
contributing factors over the 
days leading up to the 
biggest game of the tour. 
“The only thing I was a bit 
concerned about was we'd 
lost a bit of focus. It was the 
end of the tour and there was 
a lot of distractions, “I 
mentioned it in my talk prior 
to the game that I felt we 
weren’t switched on, Then 
with Kristyn coming off in 
the first minute and Sonia 
after eight minutes — our 
two mainstays were gone so 
early on, Cheryl! Salisbury 
was also injured and not 
available for the game.”

Tpwas twenty-five minutes 
before the hapless Aussies 
managed to settle into the 
match, but by then they were 
2-0 down. To their credit, 
Norway finished very well, 
and Australia did on on to 
play well in patches and 
create chances on goal. Four 
goals down at the break, 


Brown felt if the team could 
tidy up its game, they could 
play much better, He set 
Australia the target of 
winning the second half. But 
Norway scored their fifth 
soon after. 

One poor result is not the 
important thing to take away 
from the overall experience 
gained on this significant 
tour, This extended 
campaign of high level 
international competition has 
been a vital component in 
Australia’s development as a 
top footballing nation. Many 
positive as well as the 
negative areas will now be 
added to the pot and steer our 
next direction and focus. 

“That last game put a bit 
of a dampener on things, but 
in hindsight it was a very 
good tour,” concluded 
Brown, 

Never willing to openly 
single out players, Brown 
teyealed one who had been 
voted as the best on tour, 
“The players voted for 
Sharon Black, and I'd 
probably agree — she was 
certainly outstanding.” 

“To stay focussed ‘over 
such a long period is 
something we clearly need to 
work on. 

“One thing I also tried to 
get across was a 100 per cent 
effort in training. We were 
obviously going to be trying 
different players, so it was 
made clear if players were 
not performing in training, 
they would not be selected. I 
made sure we trained very 
well, the same way we 
approach a game, and that 
quality is transferred into the 
game itself.” 

The system of play Brown 
has been gradually 
developing is reportedly 
working effectively and the 
players enjoy the 
responsibility it allows them.

1934. He died and his funeral 
was a massive affair. George 
Allison, one time sports 
journalist, took over the reins of 
Arsenal and by the end of the 
season the table read like a 
dedication to Chapman, Arsenal 
the champions and Huddersfield 
in second spot. By this time the 
Arsenal side were household 
names. Near neighbours 
Tottenham did extremely well to 
finish third in their first season 
back in the top flight. This was 
the first time in six years that 
Sheffield Wednesday did not 
appear in the top three placings. 
At the bottom; two Uniteds were 
relegated - Newcastle and 
Sheffield respectively. 

Division Two saw Grimsby 
Town cakewalk to the title, 
finishing seven points clear of the 
other promoted side, Preston 
North End, Just missing out on 
going up were two teams that had 
had differing fortunes the 
previous campaign. Bolton had 
been relegated from the first 
; division and Brentford, who had 

won the third Division South title. 
Behind them were the two 
q Bradford sides, a great showing 
from such a small town in 
q comparison to the likes of 
Manchester. This was exemplified 
as Man United struggled to avoid 
the drop into Division Three 
North, finishing a point ahead of 
relegated Millwall. Lincoln City 
also went down but it was 
United's 2-0 win over Millwall at 
the Den on the final day of the 
season that kept them up. 
Norwich followed their 
; Reserves success of the previous 
year, in the Southern League, by 
winning the Division Three South 
title, with Barnsley outlasting 
previously relegated Chesterfield 
to hoist the Northern title. 
Rochdale and Cardiff came last in 
the Football League. 

The FA Cup semi-finals saw 
Portsmouth thrash Leicester 4-1. 
Manchester City did an even 
better job on Aston Villa, the full 
time whistle blowing with the 
score at 6-1. City were out to gain 
the title they lost at the final 
hurdle last time around. A crowd 
of 93,258 saw the Manchester 
side score two unanswered goals.
